discusses repression

NEW YORK (AP) — 
Two more church workers 
got the heave-ho. It could 
have been worse, and 
often is for Christian 
activists these days in 
many lands. The two 
priests who came back to 
the United States last 


week, deported by the 
dictatorship in the 
Philippines, see their 


experience as only another 
page in a spreading story 
of religious repression. 

It’s going on increasingly 
in various countries, says 
the “Rev, Ed Gerlock, a 
victim of it. “But one of 
the good side effects of 
persecution is that it 
makes Christians ask what 
the Gospel really means. 

“They’re pushed to the 
point where they have to 
decide that either they 
want to implement the 
Gospel, or they don’t. The 
eventual result might be 
that Christians will 
become a smaller 
minority, but a more 
vibrant, faithful church.” 

Father Gerlock, 39, of 
Binghamton, N.Y., a 
Maryknoll missioner and 
veteran of 14 years in the 
Philippines, and another

church worker there, the 
Rev. Albert .T. Booms, 30, 
of Harbor Beach, Mich., 
were expelled on charges 
of participating in rallies 
of poor groups at which 
Neaide- ts. critreszed 
conditions under the 
martial law regime of 
President. Ferdinand E. 
Marcos. 

Father--Gerlock 
estimated that in the last 
five years about 50 priests 
and sisters, and perhaps 
1,000 lay people, have 
been subjected to arrests 
or jail terms because of 
activities in behalf of 
principles of 
justice. 

“You can’t consistently 
celebrate the liturgy in 
church while outside there 
are grave injustices in 
society without also 
getting involved in the 
sufferings and aspirations 
of the people,” he says. He 
worked among peasant 
squatters around Manila, 
and was deported after a 
seven-minute “trial.” 

Word came this week 
that a third missionary, 
Maryknoll Sister Jean 
O’Brien of Brooklyn, in 
the Philippines for 10 
years and worker among 
the poor in the Baguio 
archdiocese, has been 


denied a visa extension 
and also is being deported. 

Such procedures, often 
more severe, have become 
a common, spreading 
phenomenon in many 
countries, in South Korea, 
Indonesia, several South 
American countries, and 
parts of Africa, as well as 
in Communist Eastern 
Europe, where religion is 
restricted to rituals of 
worship and prohibited 
from social action. 

“We’re seeing, more and 
more, the death of 
democracy and politics 
and the emergence of the 
military mind that 
considers any church 
efforts to rectify social ills 
as subversive to national 
security,” says the Rev. 
Miguel D’Escoto, director 
of Maryknoll social 
communications. He 
spends time annually in 
Asia, South America and 
Africa. 

The Rev. Dr. Kenneth L. 
Teegarden of Indianapolis, 
Ind., president of the 
Christian Church Disciples 
of Christ, citing recent 
suppressions of Christians, 
says the present-day 
“‘world is every bit as 
threatening to followers of 
Jesus Christ as it was in 
New Testament times.”

“Hollywood has changed,” he remarked, “I am not 
the catalyst for the change, although I have been 
involved in it. You’ve now got a Steven Spielberg who at 
26 directed ‘Jaws’ and a whole new breed of people are 
coming into Hollywood.”

Born in China, Medavoy spent the first eight years of _ 


his life there until his parents moved to South America. 
He came to America, his “dreamland,” at 18, completed 
his degree in history and in 1964 broke into the film 
business via the mail room at Universal Studios, “a 
boring, tedious job that didn’t give me training for 
anything else.” 

From Medavoy’s arduous; days in the mailroom to the 
present, the motion picture industry has undergone a 
major metamorphosis Declining profits from the once 
commanding, sprawling film studios in Hollywood, 
resulted in their absorption by larger, usually

SUDDENLY IT’S GOING TO DAWN ON YOU. 
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non-motion picture oriented enterprises. Paramount 
Pictures, once the producer and distributor of Cecil B. 
DeMille’s epics, is now a small part of Gulf & Wester, 
primarily an insurance firm; M-G-M studios who 
produced such greats as “‘Singin’ in the Rain” and 
brought us stars like Clark Gable and Judy Garland to 
the screen is now chiefly in the hotel business and 
controlled by a Las Vegas financier; even United Artists 
was in 1967 annexed as part of the huge Transamerica 
Corporation, that deals in everything from life insurance 
to parking lots. Can businessmen make movies as well as 
film makers? ““Fhey don’t have to at least in our case,” 
Medavoy responded. ““Transamerica has no control over 
what pictures we do. They don’t finance our pictures 
either—the banks do that. We are really a self-sustaining 
entity that makes motion pictures.” 


United Artists is one of the largest producing 
companies in existence today. Begun as a move to break 
from the rigid creative controls of the larger studios, 
successful actors Charlie Chaplin, Douglas Fairbanks, 
Mary Pickford and director D. W. Griffith formed the 
company in 1919. UA was primarily a distribution 
company for films made by its founders but during the 
1930s and -’40s, they would distribute films from 
independents like John Ford’s “Stagecoach” (1939). 
The established studios, however, became further 
entrenched and left few independents making films on 
which the struggling company could distribute. Financial 
difficulties plagued United Artists until by 1950 the two 
remaining founders—Charlie Chaplin and Mary 
Pickford—sold out to another syndicate headed by 
Arthur Krim and Robert Benjamin. : 


In 1956, United Artists, infused by this new blood, 
took: full advantage of the trend in independent 
production and added to their ranks successful films like 
‘“‘Marty”’, “The Apartment”, “Magnificent Seven’’, 
“West Side Story’’, the string of lucrative James Bond 
films and “Fiddler on the Roof’. In addition to. the 
current films, United Artists also owns the complete film 


library of Warner Brothers from 1923 to 1948. 


The same freedom sought for the movie makers by the 
founding four is still at UA today. “The whole theory 
behind United Artists,” said Medavoy, “‘is that we don’t 
own a studio, here’s the money, we’ve approved the 
budget, the director, the writer and the cast. Now, go 
and make the movie.” 


Television, he continued, has had a tremendous impact 
on the film industry. Where once the black-and-white 
tube was the silver screen’s chief adversary, television 
sales are an important factor in the initial production 
and re-issue of any feature film. “One of the 
considerations in making a film is how it will generate 
‘sales to television,’ Medavoy said. ““You always take a 
chance on spending advertising dollars to re-release a 
film, and the industry has come to learn that there is big 
money in releasing first-run films to television before or 
in lieu of theatrical re-release. Some films will end up on 
television sooner than others, depending on their initial 
popularity, but a film like ‘Gone With the Wind’, that 
went for many re-releases in the theatres before being 
sold to TV on a one-time run basis for $10 million. The 
motion picture industry could not survive without 
television.” 


What is the wave of the future? “Having been a history 
major in college, I look for trends, but it is hard to say 
just what the trend is today. I think we are entering a 
renaissance-classical period for 1977 in the sense that I 
think we are going back to the traditional values of the 
1930s and 40s in movie making. Young people in this 
generation have grown up with an adulation for the 
Howard Hawks’ or Frank Capras’ and there is a tendency 
to emulate that-in many upcoming films. Both ‘Bound 
for Glory’ now in release and ‘New York, New York’ in 
production with Lisa Minelli, I feel, reflect this kind of 
trend. But I don’t believe in capitalizing on trends such 
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“Pll tell you the pictures that will get nominated,” 
Medavoy said as we talked, of our prognostications for 
this year’s Oscars. ““My own feeling is that they will be 
‘Network’, ‘All the President’s Men’, “Bound for Glory’, 
probably, ‘Rocky’ and ‘Taxi Driver’—maybe.” 

United Artists has such a large international 
distribution network that it must make at least 12 
pictures a year to keep them busy and financially in the 


black. In 1977, UA plans to release 18 films including

To the West of Provo stretches 


a seven mile-wide body of water - 


whose past is about as clear as its 
North bay, where a gigantic steel 
plant operates. 3 

The lake is notorious for its 
filthiness, and has long been the 
butt of local jokes because of its 
supposed muddy, turgidly 
polluted condition. 


“Walk on the water — or 
rather, the dead fish bodies,” 
laughs a BYU student. 

Utah Lake has not always 
been slighted for its physical 
attributes, though. The valley’s 
first known visitors, Catholic 
priests Escalante and 
Dominguez, commented in their 
journals that Utah Lake “was 
the most beautiful they had 
seen.” 

Local scientists agree, 
however, that Utah Lake is not a 
once sparkling clear lake 
polluted by man; the lake has 
changed little over the past 
10,000 years. 

“According to the evidence, 
Utah Lake has always been a 
shallow, warm, ‘dirty’ lake with 
lots of algae,” said Dr. Willis 
Brimhall; BYU geology 
professor. “The populace is 
under the mistaken conception 
that the water in Utah Lake was 
once pure and of high quality, 
but scientific evidence does not 


bear that out. Science is not 
absolute, but the evidence 
indicates that the lake was never 
pure.” 


Lake Bonneville 


Utah lake’s history covers a 
period of about 10,000 years. 
During the Paleolithic period of 
geological history, Utah Lake 
was a part of Lake Bonneville, 
which covered northern Utah, 


southern Idaho .and ‘western. 


Wyoming. Some of the Lake 
Bonneville shorelines can still be 
observed on surrounding 
mountains. Climatic changes 
caused the lake to dry up, 
leaving a part of the former 
sea-like body of water -two 
“orphaned puddles,” — . Utah 
Lake and the Great Salt Lake. 

The lake has gone through 
several cycles of shrinking — 
becoming saltier, then deeper 
and more diluted, according to 
the dryness or wetness of the 
climate. 

Dr. LaVere Merritt of the 
BYU Civil Engineering 
Department is one of several 
faculty members who have done 
extensive research on the lake. 
Dr. Merritt has worked with 
“core sampling,’ a process in 
which long cylindrical tubes are 
inserted into the earth to collect 
samples from the various 
sediment layers. By examining 
the structure and composition of 
sediment samples, climatic 
conditions and characteristics of 
the lake at the time the layers 
were formed can be determined. 


Sediment layers 

According to Dr. Merritt, the 
sediment layers build up at a 
rate of about one inch every 
hundred years. Conceivably, 
over a vast number of years, the 
lake could fill itself in. However, 
Utah Lake slants downward 
toward the center, and through 
the earth’s natural shifting 
process, the center is forced 


down and the shoreline up. The 


lake appears to be deepening at. 


the same rate it builds up 
sediment. 

Sediment in Utah Lake 
consists of algae and minerals 
dissolved in the water, and 
skeletal remains from diatomes, 
which are microscopic one-celled 
organisms. 


The composition of the: 


sediment indicates that Utah 
Lake has always had “lots of 


algae” and been “shallow, warm,” 


and ‘dirty, ” according to Dr. 
Brimhall. ““The water was always 


polluted,” he said. ““By polluted, © 


we mean the salt content, algae 
and water quality.” : 

Dr. Merritt agrees that the 
water quality has changed very 
little, even though there have 
been marginal changes in bay 
and shoreline areas and in parts 
of the lake where pollutant 
discharges are made. 

At present, Dr. Merritt 
estimates the lake to be in a 
‘“‘moderately high” climatic 
cycle. ““We don’t know if these 
cycles are periodic or random,” 
he says. The only cycle change 
of which we have any written 
record occurred during drought 
of the early 1930s.. The lake was 
reduced to cnly a few feet 
because of dryness and use of 
the water for irrigation. 


Varied uses 


Man’s use of Utah Lake has 
been varied, finally resulting in a 
new historical period for the 
lake. 

Between Father -Escalante’s 
expedition and the arrival of the 
Mormon pioneers in 1848, use 
of the lake was dominated by 
tribes of Ute and Arapaho 
Indians. 

Early fur trappers and 
mountainmen, mainly of French 
descent, are assumed to have 
known of and made use of the 
lake. No formal recordings have 


been found to verify the: 


assumption that trappers used 
the lake for the famous spring
